Selectmen issued a writien 
decision denying the transfer. 
An appeal was filed with the 
ABCC and on October 17 an 
Appeal Hearing took place fol- 
lowed by a written decision on 
October 27 in favor of Derek 
Santini and, although they have 
no jurisdiction, suggesting that 
the Board of Selectmen revisit 
this issue and reconsider their 
decision. At the November 10 
meeting the Board decided to 
reconvene the public hearing at 
their Monday, December 22 
meeting. 

Following nearly five hours 
public hearing on Monday 
December 22, the Wilmington 
Board of Selectmen once again 
denied the transfer of the 
license. 


Local Farm Asked to 
Cease and Desist Cattle 


The Wilmington Board of 
Health issued a Cease and 
Desist order to Krochmal 
Farms in Tewksbury at the end 
of October regarding the keep- 
ing of cattle on Wilmington 
lands. The Wilmington 
Conservation Commission is 
also expressing concern about 
wetlands on and around the 
properties upon which the cat- 
tle graze. Wilmington officials 
continue to closely follow relat- 
ed issues in Tewksbury with 
numerous complaints about 
Krochmal Farm's pig farm, 
specifically waste manage- 
ment, odor issues, and a build- 
ing that had not been properly 
permitted

Weapons Cache 
Revealed 


The Town Manager asked 
Steve LaRivee, a veteran 
Wilmington Police Officer, to 
resign this year after a cache of 
weapons were stolen from his 
uninhabited house by local 
teens resulting in a lockdown at 
the Shawshéen Valley Technical 
High School. No weapons were 
brought to the school, but the 
incident raised concern among 
residents, parents, and at least 
one Selectman that the 
weapons were improperly 
stored at the home. LaRivee, a 
firearms instructor for the 
Wilmington Police Department, 
was living nearby in another 
home and leased the empty 
house that is owned by a neigh- 
boring nursing home. Many of 
the youths involved were 
arrested and charged with var- 
ious crimes. LaRivee, however, 
remains uncharged and as of 
early December the case was 
still being investigated by the 
Middlesex District Attorney's 
Office.

Diruhi Mattian, 53, of 
Wilmington, a licensed psy- 
chotherapist working for 
Lawrence-based Family 
Continuity, was stabbed during 
a visit to a North Andover 
patient’s home. An aunt called 
Mattian to report that her 
nephew, Thomas Berlanger, 19, 
had a knife. When confronted, 
Berlanger allegedly stabbed 
Mattian and then attempted to 
cut his own throat.

Winter at Silver Lake

Silver Lake 100 years ago was 
very nice in the summer, but it 
was in the winter, when people 
from Charlestown and other 
Boston suburbs were gone, that 
the people of Silver Lake had a 
sense of really belonging. 

It was then that the farming 
community snuggled down for, 
the winter, that the commuters 
from Silver Lake found the rail- 
road station a welcome shelter 
against the icy bla: ind that 
the kids had their best season, 
skating on the lake, flirting 
with danger from the open 
pond where ice had been cut, or 
sliding on Pop’s Hill. 

“Pop” was Pop Neilson, uncle 
of this writer, the father of a 
brood of six, and owner of “The 
Elms, at the corner of Harnden 
Street and Glen Road, a 17- 
room house. “Pop” had a farm 
of about 20 acres, encompass- 
ing most of the land between 
Main Street, Glen Road and 
Harnden Street, plus land on 
the opposite side of Glen Road. 

In those days, there was a 
path that led down the hill to 
the brook, with a bridge across 
the brook. On the other side, a 
path led to Mrs. Mysherall's 
store, on Main Street opposite 
Grove Avenue. The arched 
bridge over the brook was 
something less than three feet 
wide, and without side rails. It 
caused a very pleasant sensa- 
tion, in the winter time, to slide 
over that bridge. After stream- 
ing down the hill, with thé wind 
pulling tears from the eyes, 
there would be a sudden sensa 
tion of a take-off as the sled 
went over the bridge and con- 
tinued on another 50 feet to a 
final stop. 

If by any chance, the slider 
missed the bridge, the water 


was ice cold, and the nearest 
house seemed miles away, to lit- 
tle feet. 

Someone, perhaps it was 
“Pop” or one of his sons, or per- 
haps it was a friend, provided a 
real thrill for all the youngsters 
sliding on Pop’s Hill when he 
provided a huge double-runner 
sled. The center piece was a 
long oaken plank on which 
everyone would sit astride. On 
each side, about a foot below, 
were two boards, the same 
length as the center plank, for 
the riders’ feet. The center 
piece was carefully finished. 


The front runners were capa- 
ble of being steered by an iron 
wheel of rugged cast iron, 
about 12 or 14 inches in diame- 
ter, and a husky youth was 
always required, if the Double 
Runner, for so it was called, 
were to be used. Manpower was 
needed to steer that sled — no 
boy was strong enough. 

Seven or eight adults or as 
many as 14 youngsters under 
eight ye old being allowed, 
unl er was in the seat 


mornings were the 
e. Children were not at 


school, and even in those days, 
there were offices that were not 
open on Saturdays, so that 
there were some adults present 
to take care of certain necessi- 
ties with regards to the sled. 

For in addition to having a 
husky driver, several husky 
pushers were a most valuable 
asset with that sled. 

The driver, properly muffled, 
would get into place, a woolen 
scarf wrapped around his neck, 
and mittens or gloves protect- 
ing his hands from the cold cold 
iron of the wheel with which he 
steered the sled. 


Then assorted school children 
would get on behind the driver, 
sitting astride, each having the 
legs of the next person outside 
his body. Finally, the last per- 
son, an adult would sit on the 
back end, and several husky 
youths would start the sled by 
running and pushing for some 
20 yards, 

Then came the never-to-be- 
forgotten sudden sinking sensa- 
tion of -sliding down the hill 
amidst whooping and hollering 
companions, the sudden rise at 
the bridge, and the gradual 
slow-down as the sled

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VA Secretary establishes 
ALS as a presumptive 
compensable illness 


Cites Association between 
Military Service and Later 
Development of ALS 

Veterans with amyotrophic 
lateral sclerosis (ALS) may 
receive badly-needed support 
for themselves and their fami- 
lies after the Department of 
Veterans Affairs (VA) 
announced today that ALS will 
become a presumptively com- 
pensable illness for all veterans 
with 90 days or more of contin- 
uously active service in the mil- 
itary. 

“Veterans are developing ALS 
in rates higher than the gener- 
al population, and it was appro- 
priate to take action,” 
Secretary of Veterans Affairs 
Dr. James B. Peake said. 

Secretary Peake based his 
decision primarily on a 
November 2006 report by the 
National Academy of Sciences’ 
Institute of Medicine (IOM) on 
the association between active- 
duty service and ALS. 

“We are extremely grateful to 
Secretary Peake, Congressman 
Henry Brown and Senator 
Lindsey Graham for standing 
on the side of veterans with 
ALS across the country,” said 
Gary Leo, president and CEO 
of The ALS Association. 
“Thanks to their leadership, 
veterans with ALS will receive 
the benefits and care they need, 
when they need them. Thanks 
to their efforts, no veteran with 
ALS will ever be left behind.” 

The report, titled 
Amyotrophic Lateral Sclerosis 
in Veterans: Review of the 
Scientific Literature, analyzed 
numerous previous studies on 
the issue and concluded that 
“there is limited and suggestive 
evidence of an association 
between military service and 
later development of ALS.” 

“ALS is a disease that pro- 
gresses rapidly, once it is diag- 
nosed,” the Secretary 
explained. “There simply isn’t 
time to develop the evidence 
needed to support compensa- 
tion claims before many veter- 
ans become seriously ill. My 
decision will make those claims 
much easier to process, and for 
them and their families to 
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receive the compensation they 
have earned through their ser- 
vice to our nation.” 

ALS, also called Lou Gehrig’s 
disease, is a neuromuscular dis- 
ease that affects about 20,000 to 
30,000 people of all races and 
ethnicities in the United States, 
is often relentlessly progres- 
sive, and is almost always fatal. 

ALS causes degeneration of 
nerve cells in the brain and 
spinal cord that leads to muscle 
weakness, muscle atrophy, and 
spontaneous muscle activity. 
Currently, the cause of ALS is 
unknown, and there is no effec- 
tive treatment 

The new interim final regula- 
tion applies to all applications 
for benefits received by VA on 


or after September 23, 2008, or 
that are pending before VA, the 
United States Court of Appeals 
for Veterans Claims, or the 
United States Court of Appeals: 
for the Federal Circuit on that 
date. 

VA will work to identify and 
contact veterans with ALS, 
including those whose claims 
for ALS were previously 
denied, through direct mailings 
and other outreach programs.

Newhouse served as a part- 
time Health Inspector in 1996 
before accepting a full time 
position under Erickson. She 
began attending Salem State 
College at night where she com- 
pleted a Bachelors Degree in 
Environmental Health and 
Geography that taught her the 
other side of the skills neces- 
sary for a public health posi- 
tion.

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Male Athlete of the Year: Stephen Stewart

It's no secret that Stephen 
Stewart comes from a family of 
athletes. When asked about it, 
he spoke very highly about the 
success his father, Jim, his 
brother Greg, and his sister 
Jennifer has had in various 
sports. But later on in the con- 
versation he added that his 
father “was an exceptional ath- 
lete = so I have huge shoes to 
fill.” 

But what Stephen Stewart 
doesn’t realize is those cleats 
he used for baseball and foot- 
ball and the shoes he wore dur- 
ing the past basketball season 
were filled with tremendous 
individual and team highlights 
by this 17-year-old spread out 
through a very impressive 
nine-month school period. 

Stephen Stewart, just like his 
Hall of Fame Dad, and his 
brother Greg —- who was the 
‘Town Crier Male Athlete of the 
Year two years ago - is an 
exceptional athlete. He's 
proven that, with or without his 
last name, even so he’s already 
agreed to attend Bentley 
College in the fall where he's 
been recruited as an eventual 
Falcon quarterback 

From this past January until 
Thanksgiving Day, Stephen 
Stewart has been a part of two 
league championship teams, 
including one for the seventh 
year in a row, and another for 
the first time in Cape Ann 
League history. He was a mem- 
ber of the basketball team that 
reached the Division 3 North 
sectional final. He was part of 
the baseball team that won its 
first CAL title, and reached the 
state tournament for just the 
second time in eight years. 
Then came the fall, where as 
the football team’s quarterback 
he led the Wildcats to a sur- 
prising 9-2 record. Those three 
teams had a combined record 
of 42-13. 

Statistically speaking, 
Stewart finished with a 3-1 
fecord on the baseball dia- 
tond, while he also batted .320 
at the plate and played a flaw- 
less center field when he didn’t 
pitch. On the gridiron he 
rushed for almost 1,000 yards 
and threw for almost 700 yards, 
not to mention totaling 114 
points, which was second best 


in all of Eastern Mass Division 
2A Football. 

He will end up as a three 
sport captain by the time he 
graduates in June. But he 
should be known for a lot more 
than that. The kid is a tremen- 
dous three-sport athlete, who is 
versatile, who is talented, who 
is extremely fast, agile and 
intelligent, and is one school 
boy athlete who is as hard 
working and competitively dri- 
ven as you'll find 

But where Stephen Stewart is 
much different than other ath- 
letes of the year, including his 
brother, is accepting his role, 
accepting things that he does- 
n't agree with, moving on and 
helping the team anyway he 
can. As a junior, he thought he 
would be the football team’s 
starting quarterback, — but 
instead he was shifted to wide 
receiver. Then after this foot- 
ball season where he was liter- 
ally involved in every single 
play, he moves to basketball 
where he’s a sixth-man, provid- 
ing tough defense, the occa- 
sional jump shot, and just that 
tough hard-nosed work ethic 
that all senior captains should 
display. 

“Stephen is in a much differ- 
ent role with us than he was 
with the football team,” said 
basketball coach Jim McCune. 
“A lot of kids would have a hard 
time from being the number 
one guy to being a complimen- 
tary guy. There's something to 
be said for that and there's 
some sacrifice to that. Not 
every kid can go from being a 
star in one sport and going to 
role spot in the next. It takes a 
special kid to be able to do that. 
It’s not easy. It’s not easy for 
him to accept, but that’s the 
kind of kid he is. He’s very 
aggressive and he wants to be 
in the mix.” 


Defensive Specialist 

On the basketball court, 
Stephen Stewart isn’t Michael 
Jordan. He's not going to get 
the 20-points a game. But he's 
the gritty guy. He comes off the 
bench to provide that tough 
defense in the team's full court 
press, and he'll occasionally hit 
the outside jump shot or three- 
pointer. 

“I was a role player and that 
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of the 90s decade: 


happens,” he said about last 
year’s hoop season. “You need 
those kinds of players on 
teams. I embraced my role and 
I just tried to go out there and 
help the team. I don’t think I 
really had a good (basketball) 
season last year. But I went out 
there and tried as hard as I 
could every game. I’m still not 
a scorer this year and I’m still 
a defensive player but I'll 
embrace that role again. I like 
it - I like getting in there and 
defending against those guys.” 

This past weekend, Stewart 
played very well helping the 
current basketball team slip by 
Tewksbury on Saturday, before 
being defeated by Burlington 
on Sunday night in the champi- 
onship round of the annual 
Knights of Columbus/Larry 
McGrath Memorial Basketball 
tournament played at WHS. On 
Saturday, Stewart scored eight 
points and grabbed four 
rebounds. On Sunday, he fin- 
ished with four points and six 
rebounds. 

“Stephen has been doing a 
real good job in his role, which 
is basically a hustler and a 
banger,” said McCune. “I think 
that’s one of the reasons why 
we gave him recognition 
(Sunday night) as a member of 
the (Knights of Columbus) all- 
tournament team. Here's a kid 
who is 5-10 going against guys 
who are 6-3 and 6-4 and Stephen 
was probably our leader in 
rebounds. He’s been doing a 
real good job for us. Like his 
brother, Stephen gives you 
everything he has every single 
night. What more can you ask 
from a kid than that? He’s a 
great kid who comes from a 
great family and you really 
couldn’t ask for a better family 
or a better kid.” 

A year ago at this time, 
Stewart and his teammates 
watched Burlington come away 
with a first round win over the 
Wildcats in the tournament. A 
few weeks later, the Wildcats 
suffered a devastating loss to 
Hamilton-Wenham. After that 
the team didn’t lose until 
reaching the Division 3 North 
sectional final. Wilmington fin- 
ished the season 20-3, won the 
Cape Ann League title for the 
seventh straight year, knocked 
off Minuteman Tech and 
Bishop Fenwick in the tourna- 
ment, before losing to 
Watertown at Lowell's Tsongas 
Arena. Stephen Stewart was a 
part of all of that - the three 
losses, the bus ride to Lowell, 
the celebration when teammate 
Craig Melillo hit a three-point- 
er in overtime to beat Fenwick. 
He was a part of all of it, and 
he won't forget that season 
anytime soon. 

“We had a couple of great 
players, we worked as a team 
and we worked really hard,” 
answered Stewart about rea- 
sons for the basketball team’s 
league title. “Coach McCune is 
a great coach. He really gets on 
you but he’s a coach who really 
stands by his players and who 
loves the players the most. 
(The program is so successful) 
because the coaching staff gets 
on you, and the players want it. 
Those two together is a big rea- 
son (for the seven straight 
league titles).” 

Stewart admits the excite-

Heading into the baseball 
season, head coach Aldo Caira 
knew he had a handful of arms 
returning including starters 
Kevin Skinner and Brian 
Svensson. Besides that were 
basically a bunch of 
unknowns. Stewart was cer- 
tainly in the mix, after coming 
up late as a sophomore, throw- 
ing some limited innings and 
playing some outfield. After 
the first couple of weeks got 
underway and the team start- 
ed playing three games a 
week, Caira needed more pro- 
duction and he certainly got it 
from Stewart. The southpaw 
finished the season with a 3-1 
record on the mound, while he 
also played a flawless center 
field not making an error, all 
the while batting .320 at the 
plate. 

“Stephen was called up to 
varsity about half way through 
his sophomore season and 
made an immediate impact on 
the pitching staff as well as 
our outfield rotation,” said 
Caira, “Last year he emerged 
as our number three starter 
and was every bit as good as 
our first two. He also split his 
non-pitching time in center- 
field and eventually took over 
as our regular centerfielder 
when he wasn’t pitching. After 
he got settled in centerfield 
there wasn't a ball hit in the 
air headed his way that he did- 
n't track down. He became 
one of the best fielding center- 
fielders in the league.” 

The Wildcats were coming 
off a 2007 season with a 7-13 
record. The 2008 season start- 
ed with the team battling the 
.500 record through the first 
couple of weeks. That’s when 
Stewart came through tossing 
a victory on the mound 
against a talented 
Newburyport team, who was 
one the other three teams who 
shared the league title with 
Wilmington. 

“Stephen's signature game 
was a seven inning gem 
against,” said Caira. “He gave 
up only five hits, two runs with 
only one earned. In that game 
he only had one strikeout and 
walked three of the total six he 
walked all season long, but the 
fact that he battled 
Newburyport from start to fin- 
ish showed the heart and com- 
petitiveness that this kid has.” 

Besides the pitching perfor- 
mance, Caira remembers 
something else Stewart did in 


that game. 

“He made an outstanding 
play in the third inning,” 
recalled Caira. “With one run 
already in and runners on sec- 
ond and third with two outs, he 
made a great backhanded play 
on a ball up the middle to get 
the third out keeping the score 
at 1-0. We scored three runs in 
the bottom of the fifth down 2- 
0 to win the game 3-2. That 
ball gets up the middle and it's 
no telling how that game turns 
out and the rest of the season 
for that fact.” 

Stewart would later earn vic- 
tories against Shawsheen Tech 
and Ipswich with his only loss 
coming in an 8-inning, 3-2 loss 
to Rockport. He went the 
entire way but just didn’t get 
enough run support. 

Stewart finished the season 
with that 3-1 record, as well as 
posting an incredible 1.36 ERA 
and holding opponents to a 
.217 batting average, all while 
walking just six batters in 31 

S. 

“I’m not going to overpower 
anyone,” he said. “I just throw 
the ball in the zone and let my 
fielders do the rest and the 
team did that last year. I serve 
up a lot of junk. But there are 
nine guys in the field for a rea- 
son. All nine guys contributed 
and helped me out a lot. Those 
guys always had my back. 
Once I started to pitch more, I 
got more comfortable on the 
mound. It's such a big thing 
since your teammates have 
faith in you and they think you 
can do it. “ 

And that faith will certainly 
carry over for another season, 
starting at the top with Caira, 
who hopes Stewart will trans- 
form nicely from a No. 3 
starter to possibly a No. 1. 

“I'm looking forward to big- 
ger and better things from 
Stephen this (2009 season),” 
said Caira. “Not only will he 
be our regular centerfielder, 
but he's also the only return- 
ing pitcher from last year 
after graduating four of the 
five guys that we regularly 
used. I think his teammates 
believe in him too because 
they elected him one of the 
three captains for next year’s 
team. You hate to put pressure 
on one kid, but with only six 
kids coming back to the varsi- 
ty team this year, Stephen has 
the most experience pitching 
wise and pitching wins games. 
But I know that that won't 
bother him, Stephen is the 
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type of kid who thrives on 
pressure ‘situation and not 
only do I think he can handle 
it but our team will be better 
off for it.” 
Whether or not the Wildcats 
can repeat its success in 2009 
will remain to be seen, but for 
Stewart he hasn’t tossed away 
the fond memories of the 2008 
season. 
“Winning the league title in 
baseball was a huge ise,” 
said Stewart. “We had a lot of 
fun. We got some timely hit- 
ting and some timely pitching. 
Everyone on that team just 
wanted to win. We already had 
league titles in basketball, soc- 
cer and football, so we just 
wanted to carry it over to 
baseball. It was such a great 
feeling. I don’t think anyone 
expected us to do that. It was 
such a great experience, and 
to get into the playoffs was 
something because it hap- 
pened only a few times in the 
past decade.” 


Getting back to 
under center 


As a sophomore, Stewart 
played the second half of the 
football season as the team’s 
quarterback. But as a junior, 
he was told he wouldn't be the 
starter, and the team meeded 
him as a wide receiver, as well 
as a defensive back. After 
some tough swallowing, 
Stewart did what was best for 
the team. 

“That was a tough, but you 
have to take that bad break 
once in a while,” he said. 
“That was tough. You can’t let 
anyone know that or see that. 
I was disappointed and I 
thought I outperformed and I 
thought I should have had the 
quarterback’s job but the 
coaching staff went the other 
way. That was fine. We won 
the league championship so 
you can’t really argue with it. 


That season certainly helped 
Stewart mature on many lev- 
els. He had to swallow that 
pride, but at the same time, he 
became an excellent wide 


receiver, and he realized a lot, 


of things, which perhaps he’ 
may not have if he was the sig- 
nal-caller. 

“It gave me an appreciation 
for the receivers and down 
field blocking,” he said. “All 
the big runs you get, there’s 
always a receiver out there 
blocking for you.” 

A year later, with a new — but 
very familiar - head coach in 
Mike Barry, Stewart was given 
the QB job, and certainly 
made the most of it. He ended 
up rushing for 926 yards and 
scored 14 touchdowns, not to 
mention completing 55-of-117 
passes for 658 yards with 5 TD 
passes and just four intercep- 
tions. In addition he had a 
kick-off return touchdown, 
and booted 20 PAT kicks. 

“Stephen finished his career 
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16-2 as the team’s quarter- 
back,” said Barry. “He has the 
ability to make plays under 
pressure. He’s a well-rounded 
athlete who comes from a 


for 141 yards and scored two 
touchdowns against Lawrence, 
while, he compiled 164 yards 
on the ground with two scores 
against North Andover. The 
Hamilton-Wenham game was 
his most complete. That’s 
when he rushed for 95 yards 
with a score, and completed 
12-0f-18 passes for 115 yards, 
including driving the team 
right down the field in the 
final 90 seconds to earn a dra- 
matic come from behind win. 

“The Hamilton-Wenham 
game was great,” said 
Stewart. “It was such a big 
comeback. They were tough. 
They ran hard and they hit 
hard. Just coming back in the 
last two minutes I think really 
united us as a team.” 

Stewart rushed the ball at 
least 16 times seven of the 
team’s eleven games. He 
rushed for 100-plus yards four 
times. He threw for over 100 
yards twice, He also returned 
the majority of the kick-off 
and punts and played very 
solid as a defensive back com- 
ing up with three intercep- 
tions. He was always on the 
field - and always seen after 
every game with dirt, sweat, 
bumps, bruises, aches and 
pains. 

“I didn’t mind the bumps and 
bruises; I actually liked it,” he 
said. “It’s part of getting the 
ball. I liked getting the ball as 
much as I did and I really 
appreciate the coaching staff 
giving it to me as often as they 
did. I'll never complain about 
the bumps.” 

Those bumps and bruises 
came when he did everything 
in his power to gain another 
touchdown, first down, yard or 
inch. He said none of that 
would be possible without his 
surrounding cast. 

“You need the (offensive) 
line more than people think 
and they certainly don’t get 
the credit they deserve,” said 
Stewart. “The linemen don’t 
get enough credit. The run- 
ning backs, wide receivers and 
quarterbacks get all the glory, 
but it starts with the linemen.” 


Learning from within 

Stephen Stewart gives a lot 
of his quarterback success to 
his father who held the same 
position back in 1976 when he 
led the Wildcats to a post-sea- 
son appearance. 

“My Dad was obviously the 
star quarterback back in the 
day,” said Stephen. “He was a 
star player in all the sports he 
played. He taught me a lot. 
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Wilmington High School senior

He’s been very instrumental in 
terms of sports especially 
being a quarterback he helped 
me a lot. He helped me read- 
ing the defense and helping 
me with what I had to do. My 
father taught me that if you 
know a lot about the game and 
you can understand it, then 
you're going to get better and 
be good at it. He really helped 
me a lot on that. I'm glad I 
have him as a father.” 

The utmost respect and 
appreciation for his immedi- 
ate family didn’t stop with his 
father. 

“My Mom (Mary) is a huge 
fan,” said Stephen. “She sup- 
ports me 100 percent and she's 
always there for me good 
game or bad game. And 
there's just a lot of hope and 
love there. (My brother) Greg 
is such a relentless player and 
he’s still that way at Tufts. He 
just got into you - he’s physi- 
cal, he’s a strong kid and he 
just plays very hard. All of my 
drive and competition in 
sports started by watching 
him. 


“My sister (Jennifer, a fresh- 
man at WHS) has the ACL 
(knee) injury (and is out from 
soccer, basketball and possibly 
softball) but she’s an athlete 
and she works very hard. 
You'll be hearing about her.” 

While we have all heard of all 
of the Stewarts when it comes 
to sports in Wilmington, all of 
them share many things - 
obviously their love for sports 
and excelling on the fields, but 
the three children have that 
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internal competitive drive that 
not too many families have. 

“We're all very competitive 
but we're all very supportive 
of one another,” said Stephen. 
“It’s fun going to see Jen’s 
games and watching her. We 
all have different styles. Greg 
is more of the in your face 
player and I think I’m more 
laid-back and more of a 
thinker. I like to see things 
play out and attack from 
there. And my sister is pretty 
intense, too. She gets after it 
and works hard.” 

Certainly Stephen Stewart 
has that same mentality of 
“getting after it and working 
hard”, After all, how many 
seniors in high school can say 
they are three-sport captains, 
who have been a part of three 
straight league championship 
teams, all while as a pitcher 
getting three wins, as a guard 
and defensive guy and as a 
quarterback who combined 
for nearly 2,000 offensive 
yards? 

Once again Stephen Stewart 
threw that credit elsewhere, 

“I really have to thank all of 
my teammates and coaches,” 
he said. “They helped me a lot. 
None of the success that I 
received personally would 
have happened without them. 
I really appreciate everything 
my teammates have done for 
me.”

athlete Jodi MacKenzie took 
over before the '08 season 
began. MacKenzie led the 
Wildcats to a 4-9-4 overall 
récord, which came after the 
program went 7-53-4 in the pre- 
vious four seasons. 

Finally, in softball Bob Surran 
announced his coaching retire- 
ment immediately after the 
séason = Was, completed. 
Harrison has announced his 

replacement with longtime JV 
Cpach Audrey Cabral-Pini. 


9). Girls Tennis 


Normally any other year or 
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season I think this story 
becomes much bigger than it 
did but it was overshadowed 
during the spring by the sensa- 
tional seasons of the boys track 
and baseball teams: But what 
Kevin Welch has done with this 
program is truly remarkable. 
The Wildcats, fresh off its 6-11 
season from 2007, finished 12-8 
during the ’08 campaign. The 
team advanced to the state 
tournament for the first time 
since “The Wheel of Fortune” 
first aired, and were defeated 
in the first round by Arlington 
Catholic. 


8). Boys Soccer run 

A terrific team to watch, and 
a team that really came togeth- 
er quickly, the Wildcat soccer 
team enjoyed a sensational sea- 
son once again, falling one 
point shy of winning the league 
title, while advancing to the 
sectional semi-finals of the 
Division 3 North tournament, 
losing in double overtime to a 
better-skilled | Masconomet 
Chieftain team. 


7). Joyce and Sughrue 
‘Two WHS wrestlers had terrif- 
ic individual seasons in ‘08 
including Kenny Joyce becom- 
ing a Division 3 state champion 
in the 215-pound division, while, 
junior teammate Steve Sughrue 
lost in the state final, but 
rebounded with terrific perfor- 
mances in both the All-State 
meet and the New England 
Meet. 


6). Leaving the CAL? 

OK, I wish I could move this 
one down a few notches 
because it’s only probably a big 
highlight from me and not too 
many other people. Everyone 
knows I’ve always been 
opposed to the switch to the 
CAL, and there's a few billion 
reasons why I'm still opposed.

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By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
HAVERHILL ~ For the sec- 
ond year in a row, the 
Wilmington High School var-

“That was an awesome high 
school hockey game,” said

stone).

move to his left on a defender, 
and got a shot off that landed 
in the goalie’s belly all while 
getting hooked.

Massachusetts High Technology Council releases annual list 


Local town tops list of 


communities friendliest to technology

What community in the state is considered the friendliest 
for high-tech savvy companies and consumers? A com- 
munity that's home to major think tanks like MIT or 
Havard perhaps? Boston, Cambridge, Brookline? 
Wrong on all accounts. If you work in the tech- 
nology field the best zip code for zip drives is 
located in the Middlesex East region, among the 
rolling hills and back streets of North Reading,

The Massachusetts High Technology Council 
released its annual list ranking the 351 cities and 
towns in the commonwealth by their friendliness to 
high-tech companies earlier this month, and sur- 
prisingly North Reading topped the list. The top 10 
communities included a few others unexpected members, 
such as Douglas, Gill and Uxbridge, while such high-tech hubs as 
Waltham and Cambridge came in at numbers 239 and 213, respec- 
tively.

how municipalities are making themselves attractive,” said Chris 

Anderson, president of the Waltham-based nonprofit lob- 

bying organization, in a release. “Our primary mission 

is public policy that helps the entire state become 

4, more competitive in the tech economy. At the 

\"¥,\ community level, what things cities and towns 

\ ~ are doing to help advance or thwart economic 
q v policy initiatives is equally important.” 


Anderson also stated “the key differentiating 
factor that pushed many communities higher on 
the rankings was adoption of the state’s Chapter 
43d expedited permitting law, which streamlines 
state and local permitting for companies.” 
Factors that hurt municipalities included high prop- 
erty taxes, low MCAS scores and lack of college-educated 
workforce located nearby. According to Anderson, “not everything 
is in the control of city or town government, however, as 
Massachusetts’ tech industry.expands into the state’s western and 
central regions, communities that adopt business-friendly policy 
will be at the head of the line.” 
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North Reading officials released the following statement about 
the ranking: “The Town of North Reading was recently recognized 
by the Massachusetts High Technology Council (MHTC) as being 
#1 technology-friendly community in the entire State. MHTC noted 
North Reading for having adopted Chapter 43D-Expedited 
Permitting for business; having a low Tax Rate, and educated and 
available workforce as being major factors in rating the Town tops 
of 351 communities in the Commonwealth. 

Although not noted in the MHTC article, North Reading employs 
a Development Team consisting of key Staff decision-makers to 
review preliminary projects and assist businesses looking to locate 
or expand in North Reading. The Development Team is critical in 
bringing projects forward that have been thoroughly reviewed and 
are responsive to local government and business needs.” 

North Reading topped the list due in part to a low tax rate 
($11.50 per $1,000 for both commercial and residential properties), 
a large number of college graduates located inside a 30-minute 
drive time (552,446), and the fact that town officials have adopted 
expedited permitting, the town enjoys an increase in housing stock 
and has posted improved MCAS math scores. 

North Reading's was also boosted by virtue of being ocated 
inside a technology hub in the northwestern suburbs of Boston. It 
is the home of Teradyne Inc.Community Rankings 

MassTrack is based on twelve economic, demographic and com- 
munity factors that were used to score and rank each of 351 
Massachusetts cities and towns. 

The twelve scoring variables, described below, were grouped 
into three broad categories of importance to Massachusetts tech- 
nology organizations: taxes, education/workforce and develop- 
ment. Each of these three categories was provided equal weight in 
calculating the scores for every community.

The film is the story of 
Benjamin Button, a man who is 
born old and dies young, living 
his life backwards. The idea has 
apparently been around for 150 
years, since Mark Twain said, 
“Life would be infinitely happi- 
er if we could only be born at 
the age of 80 and gradually 
approach 18." F. Scott 
Fitzgerald then wrote a short 
story in 1922 and now Eric 
Roth, who won an Oscar for 
“Forrest Gump” and also wrote 
“The Insider,” has turned it into 
a screenplay, with director 
David Fincher ably bringing it 
to the screen. 

The idea sounds ridiculous - 
how can a person live his life 
backwards- but the talent asso- 
ciated with the film makes it as 
believable as the fact that the 
sun will rise again tomorrow. 
Early Oscar nods should go to 
the visual eft and special 
make-up designers, who created 
prosthetics to enhance the 
aging and de-aging throughout 
the film. It’s really remarkable 
how star Brad Pitt looks like a 
wizened old man when he is 
born (and when he is a young- 
ster), and how he gradually 
loses his age. 

The story unfolds as a flash- 
back as Daisy (Cate Blanchett) 

lying. She asks her daugh: 

, Caroline (Julia Ormand) to 
read to her from a diary written 
by Benjamin that she has kept 
The make-up on Blanchett 
makes her such a believable old 
woman that she is virtually 
unrecognizable. 

Pitt plays Button as someone 
resigned to his fate in life, but 
who works his way through it in 
a thoughtful, thankful manner. 
Showing complex emotions as 
an elderly man awakening to 
life, as well as a young man 
grappling with his experiences 
starting slipping away, he is 
profoundly moving 

n when he realizes that 
Daisy is the love of his life, he 
pursues her without haste, 
maybe because he realizes he is 
aging backwards. He isn’t inter- 
ested in money; he is interested 
only in living a good, consider- 
ate life 

Blanchett, who plays Daisy 


from her teen years to old age, 
is every bit his equal, and 
together they make up one of 
the oddest romantic pairs in 
movie history. 

The message of the film is 
simple - our time here is far too 
short (even when viewed in 
reverse), but not so brief that 
we cannot live, love and do good 
while we are here. 

Pitt, Blanchett, and Ormand 
give stellar performances. At 
just shy of three hours in 
length, it may be too long for 
some, but if yopu can handle 
the jhourney, it is one well 
worth taking - just make sure to 
pack plenty of tissues. When it 
finally ends, you will feel emo- 
tionally spent 


'N POUNDS” 
GRADE: 

Will Smith's latest drama is 
a downbeat film about a man 
seeking redemption in the most 
extreme manner. 

Anyone with a sharp mind 
and movie smarts can figure 
out the film's ‘big secret’ and 
know where "Seven Pounds" is 
heading within the first 15 to 20 


minutes. 

And after that, the movie 
simply drags. At nearly two 
hours, "Seven Pounds" feels 
about 30 minutes too long. 

Smith's likable persona is 
what saves the movie, even 
though he walks through the 
film as if he were already 
passed on. 

To the outside world, Smith's 
"Ben" appears cheery, affable 
and concerned about others. It 
is the unguarded moments 
when he is alone that his char- 
acter's pain is most evident. 

"Seven Pounds" is like a toy 
puzzle with seven or eight big 
pieces - once you manage to put 
a couple together, the others 
easily fall into place. 

The movie offers no actual 
twists or surprises. 

It is the acting by Smith, 
Rosario Dawson and, in a very 
small role, Woody Harrelson, 
that keeps you engrossed. 

"Seven Pounds" is disap- 
pointing overall, but worthy if 
you enjoy Smith and want to see 
one of his stronger turns as an 
actor.
